IMPORTANT FROM NEW ORLEANS.

Alleged Frandulent Issus of Nearly
84,000,000 of City Notex by the City
Wrespurer and Comptroller — The
Mayoer's Oplnion om the Question of
Repudiation.

Naw Onusaws, June 26,—There is considerabla
sensation fn business circles here to-day In con-
sequence of an exposure by Mayor Heaslh, in
hils message to the Common Councll yesterday,
of an alleged frandulent lssue, without nuthori-
zation, of city notes to the amount of $1,232,772
since the date of August 1, 1866, by Joseph Her-
nandez, City Treasurer, and P, G, Maban, Comp-
troller. Two issues, one of $800,000 and one of
$400,000, together with an overdssue of new
notes in place of worn-out curremecy to the
amount of $232,732, appear on the exhibits of
the City Treasurer, and it is claimed this even-
ing, on competent authority, that the over-
fssueas will amount in total to the enormous
figure of 3,742 036. The matter Is nander inves-
nﬁutlon by the Common Council, and will most
likely end in the repudintion by the oity of the
illegitl {s=ue, and the removal of the ollicers
engaged In it

The lollowing is the opinion of Mayor Heath
upon the quesition of repudintion:—"With this
exceedingly large volume of paper money
thrown upon the market, in dition to that
already issued by the city, it 8 not hard to
gecount for the great depreciation which has
tiken rluce in the walue of city paper, and can-
uot help shaking the confidence of the public in
it. If it waa sanctioned officiully or otherwise
by the Jolnt commitiees, they, 100, lar exceoded
their powers, and must be viewed as equally
culpable with the officers already named, and 1
look to the Council to make immediate exami-
n&tion of this matter, and to take speedy mea-
sures for the removal of the parties guilty of
perpeirating this fraud upen the corporation
and the community. For the further and full
protection of the sury of this city, it isalso
necessury that all efficers of the ety should
be instrooted not to receive any of the money
in question In payment of sume due the
city. The same having been fssued without
authority, and by irrcsponsible persons, is
of no value In law, and the city can never
legally be made liable for it. No authority
having ever been vested in the present Tren-
surer and Comptroller to issue any new notes of
thia eity, these llegal notes oun be readily dis-
tnguished by the signatures of themselves or
their deputies. It is to my personal knowledge
that, besides the large amount ol neurl{ a mil-
lion and & quarter of doliars already illegaily
issued, the Tressurer and Comptroller ure atthe
present time engaged in making more of this
mouey; and even now we have nothing to
gulde us as to the amount actually put into cir-
culation, except the statements of the Treasurer
himselfl, and it is also necessary that you should
take immedmte step- to etop any further issue
ol pew city notes,’

The general opinion iz that the Common
Council will vote to render legal the issues
already In existence, thongh their power to
legalize them 1s doubtful. [n the meantime to-day
city noles huve depreciated two-and-one-half per
cent,, and many parties refuse to take them at
ull in payment in business transsctions,

centuries, and whioh to i1s great intrivsic value
adds that of very curious histerical ciroum-
stances connected with it, 1t ks eslled Tehoban
Tasohi (shepherd’s stone). To the Emperor
Napoleon 111 are destined eleven Arab horses of
great beasuty,

Princes lzzeddin, eon, and Mehmet, Mourad
and Hamid, nephews ol the Sultan, ﬁrlng pre-
senta forthe Prince Imperial, the value of which
consists fn thetr origin and orleutal colors,

The Soltan’s sulle will be composed in all of
from seventy-five to eighty persons, IFhe cost of
transport will not be much, for every one will

go on board the Saltanie, his Majesty's pleasure-

yacht,

It would be difficult in France to form an
idea of the irritation excited In the Greeks and
Ruesians by the voyage of the Sultan to Western
Burope, and which they would wish tod!revont
by any means. At Constuntinople the Russinns
have sel in motion every spring of which they
con dispose. They bave Intrigued with the
Valide and the Cadine mother of Izzeddin-
Effendi, ju order to forufy the fears and repul-
slons which, in thelr simplicity and \gnorance,
they entertain relative to 4 tempo absence
from the eapital of thelir son and grandson, and
of the anti-Uttoman influence this journey will
exercise on the Moussulman Prinee.

The Russian agents have also aought to exclte
the retrograde faction of the Ulomas; and there
are no false romors or lying inventions to which
they have not had recourse to rouse the leclings
of the masses and eventunlly {0 bring about
gome explosion of discontent among the people;
but everything has been useless,

YTHE SULTAN AND NAPOLEON BLOOD RELATIONS,

The 7 1¢, of Counstantinople, under the
heading *The Sultan a Relation of the Emperor
Napoleon 111" has the 1ollowtn&curioua article:

In what {Iewiree of relationship? We know
nothing abount it, but we remember having read
in the “*Histoire de la Martinique,” by M.
Daney, the tale which we subjoin:—In 1788
Mad’lle Dubuc de Rivry, a creole of sixteen,
baving finished her education in France, took
her passage on a vessel belopging to one
of the French Atlantic ports, to go to Mar-
unigue. Having encountered contrary winds,
the ship put in 8t Gibraltar to repair damaves
and renew her eupply of water. Soon after set-
ting suil senin she was captured by pirates and
carried to Alrlers. Mad'lle_ de Rivry was pos-
sessed of a benuty beyond description; she was
one of those magnificent creole types of which
the tropical latitudes nre 3o p 1, and whose
loveliness, full of royal grace and delleate lan-
guor, is sure to inspire love,

The Bey of Alglers considered himself un-
worthy to relgn over the heart of so perfect s
creature, and she was reserved for the Sultan,
Selim 171 was then on the throne. The Murti-
nique creole knew how to captivate his heart;
but as on entering the harem she had not ahdy-
eated her qualities of mind, she soon acquired a
great ascendnacy over the Boltsn, whom she
inspired with his betiec resolations, When
General Sebastinna came to Constantinople as
ambassador, in 1802, the English fleet passed
the Dardanelles and anchored in the Golden
Horn, Consternation reigned everywhere.

Mad'lle de Rivry was then Soltana Valide; she
infused her energy into Sellm; defensive works
were undertnken under the influence of the
Fremeh ambassador, and the English fleet had
to retire before the formidable batteries which
were opposed to it. Mad'lle de Rivry was
cousin-german of Mad'lle Tascher de la Pagerie,
who became the Bupress Josephioe, and whose
daugbter, Hortense, was the mother of Napoleon
111, and as the actual RBultan descends from
S lim, the relationship exists, Beyond any
doubt, the influence of the Sultana Valide de-
veloped the reforming spirlé of her son Mah-
moud: snd thus it is to & Frenchwoman that
Turkey is indebted for her first steps n the way
of progress.

General, national, provinelal counocils, aud
diocesan synods are o be met with on every
poge of the history of the CUhurch, Such an
example hold up dori cenwuries to thue view
of \he people of Eonrope had exercised conaidar-
able influence on all guestions as well as that of
religion. In the first ages of Christianity coun-
ells wére much more easlly assembled than
now, beeause the Church was lesa numerous,
and iwcauu Lthe unlted powers accumulated on
the heads of the emperors enabled them 1o call
togelher n sufficlently great numbar of bistiops
to make nt once such su lmpression by their
deliberations as that nothing more was re-
quired than the assent ol the resl,

ECULESIASTICAL COUNCILS.

A eouncil, genorally king, means, in the
ecclesinslionl sense of Lhe wo an assembly of
bishops, iegitimately convoked to determiuve
questions relating to the mith, rights.and discl-
pline of the Chareh. Couneclls are eliher pro-
vinelal, natlonal, or gengral, according as they
are composed of the prelates of & provinoe, a
vation, or of all Onristendom; and their juris.
dietion is of eorrespending extent. Wesnall
speak only of the

GENERAL OR ECUMENICAL COUNCILS.

These are councils summoned by the Pope,
and mnnhﬂnﬁot nll the bishops of Onristen-
dom, and are deslgned to adjudge questions of
schirm and heresy, bellef and A pline, which
affect the universal Choroh. The firsteight
General Councils were convolkked by the Chris-
Lian emperors, at the request or with the con-
sent of the Pope, because the Ohurch dld not
then extend beyond the lmits of thoe
HRoman empirs, Bisbops and their repre-
sentatives alope have a judiontive right
in ecumenieal councils, although vhe privilege
bhas often been extended to abbotls and the
generals of monastie orders. The Doclors of
the Chureh and the lower orders of the clergy
have only a consultative vote, If they be {nvited
and ?aruclpme in the dellberations of the
council. The Pope, in person or by lagl:l.a. pre-
sides over the council, In some of Lhe enrly
Eastern counclls the emperors presided only in
an execullve or proiective oapacity. he
decision is usually according to the number of
voles cast,althoogh in the Councll of Constance
Italy, France, Germany, and England each
voted separately.

POWERS OF A GENERAL COUNCIL.

General Connolls do not oreate new dcﬁnal.
but interpret and declare what was originally
containeo in Beripture and tradition, and ac-
cording to Catholie beltef are lnfallible In mat-
ters of falth, Their infulllbility, however, does
not extend to questions of dilomllne. history
politics, or sclence, nor even to the grounds of
their decision, nor to colinleral oluamr;!;p‘a
The disciplinary ordinances are usually te
eanons (canones), and the decislons mno‘ru‘.nﬁ
doctrines, dogmas ( ataé). Inthe Counvil o
Trent, however, the latter were called canons
and the former capila or decreta.

NAMES OF GENERAL 0oURfILs,

The Cstholle Chorch lzes nineteen
general or ecumenical coune The Counell
of Jerusalem, held by the Apostles A. D. 60, was
the first. Then followed thoe flrst of Nioe, in
Bithynia, A, D, #25; first of Constantinopls in
351; the first of Ephiesus in 431; that of Chaloa-
don in 461; the second of Constantinople In 558;
the third of Constauntinople in 630; the second o
Nice in 787; the fourth of Counstantinople lu 86:
the four counclls of Lateran, at Rome, In 1123,
11489, 1170, and 12)5; the first and second of Lyoos
in 1246 and 1274; that of Vienne, in Dauphiny,
in 181]; that of Constance in 1414 that of Basle
ip 1413, (t1l iy dissolution by the Pope), and
that of Trent in 1545, The Counclis of Plsa in
1409, of Florence in 1439, and the fifth of Lateran
in 1512 are also regaroed by some as scnmenlioal.
The Greek CUhureh recelves as suthoritative the
decisions of only the first seven General Coun-
clis, The Protestant Churches generally dony
the full apthority of any of them,and esteéeem
only a8 ecumenlioil the six which directly fol-
lowed the Apostolic Councll of Jerusalem.

GENEEAL COUNCILS SUMMONED BY THE POPE*

Ecumenlcal counclls have been described by
Catholle wrilers as *“the Parliament or States
General of the Chareh, sssembled by the antho-
rity and nnder the presidency of thesoversign,’
for o the sovereign Pontiif alone belongs essen
tially the right ol convolting Genoral Conuoils,
This dovs not, however, exclude the moderate
and legltimate Influence of tem
The number of prelates present at an Eoames-
niecal Counecll varles & great deal. There wure
one hundred and elghty Bishops at Constant!-
nople in 381, one thousiad ut Rome Lo 1130, aad
ninely-five only in the same in 1562, lncluding
the Cardinals.

THR LAST GENERAL COUNCIL.

The Counell of Trant opened i delibarations
December 18, 1645, and was convened by Lhe
Boverecign Pontlff, Paul III, for the purpose of
refuting the doolrines of the Reformation. In
the first session there were, besides the cardi-
nals, but four archblshops, twenly-iwo bishops,
five or slx heads of orders, with a great number
of dootors, both seonlar and regular. It lusted
eighteen years, during the suocessive reigns of
four Popes. Three patriarchs, twenty-one arnch-
bishops, one hundred and sixty-elght bishops,
and seven generals of orders were present al
the lust sesslon of this Connedl.

A OGNVOCATION

of prelates like thaopreuom. one ln Rome ditTers
fromm & Genernl Counclil In many respecls,
